The report of Sandkord Fleming 
(which is comprised in our cxclusivo 
Ottawa dispatch) recommending an ex- 
ploration of a far-northern route for 
the railway, will have no weight in al- 
tering the settled and declared policy 
of the Dominion Government to hegin 
and vigorously prosecute railway work 
in the Province during tho present 
season. Mr. Fleming's suggestion is, 
we aro in a position to state, to be act- 
ed upon by the equipment of a small 
exploring party under Mr. HoRETZKY; 
but that can have no bearing on the 
goneral question of construction within 
the Province. The People may rest 
perfectly easy. Railway construction, 
it is our firm' belief, will bo commenced 
either at Esquiuialt or Yale (perhaps at 
both points) in the course of a very 
few weeks. A far-northern route, if 
found, will only bo used for a second 
trans-continental line which, many 
years hence, may bo_ required as a 
nieans of rapid transit between the Pa- 
cific and Atlantic. It would be the 
shortest route across the continent, and 
if the railway system bo continued 
to Newfoundland a passenger upon the 
eleventh day after leaving theterminua 
on the Pacific would find himself in j 
London admiring the glories of Saint ] 
Paul's, or "doing'' the Tower. The j 
railway policy of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment cannot now lie long delated, | 
and we ask the people to exhibit ihe 
quality of patience for a little while 
longer. The Dominion Government 
cannot — even if they feel disposed — re- 
cede from their solemn pledge to the 
Government here. A few days more 
and the lonx agony will bo over. 



COLUMisU RIVER BAR. 



The loss of the Great Republic steam- 
ship a few days ago adds another name 
to tho long list of vessels that have 
gone to destruction on Columbia River 
bar, and entitles that slioal to be rank- 
ed as the inostdangerouK known approach 
to a navigable river. In vindication of 
the navigation of the bar it will doubt 
less be urged that the steamship was 
lost whilst attempting to cross during 
the night ; but if wo wore to give that 
excuse all the weight it is entitled to 
the fact would remain that a port which 
cannot be approached after dark at 
high water in r. dead calm occupies a 
position far from enviable. Of course, 
the conduct of the captain and pilot 
who recklessly risked the lives of near- 
ly 1000 passengers and a valuable car- 
go in attempting to cross a bar that is 
considered dangerous under tho most 
favorable circumstances by daylight, 
cannot be too strongly reprehended. 
No excuse can be found for either; and 
both should "be mads amenable to se- 
vere punishment. Their conduct can- 
not ho palliated, and although each 
may try to fasten the responsibility on 
the other, both are alike culpable and 
deserve to bo held responsible. The 
loss of the Great Republic is an event 
that cannot be too deeply deplored; but 
it furnishes another argument in favor 
of the early establishment of a seapost 
somewhere on Puget Sound connected 
with Portland by rail, where vessels 
laden with merchandise destined for 
Oregon may unload and take in return 
cargoes of Oregon produce for foreign 
parts. An examination of a chart of 
Columbia river bar must satisfy the 
most prejudiced person that Columbia 
river cannot be entered or left by a 
vessel of any tonnage without risk. The 
confidence of ship-owners and masters 
in the navigation of Columbia river 
has been destroyed, if it ever existed, 
and it will be useless for tho press of 
Oregon to try and makelight of the perils 
that beset mariners who essay to cross. 
The commercial needs of Oregon are 
great and men are to be found who 
will brave every danger to accomplish 
an end; but the majority of mankind 
shrink from encountering risks in one 
part of the world that they need not 
meet in another. This latter class, be- 
ing by far the most numerous, will 
shun Oregon so long as a great, danger 
requires to be encountered before it 
can be reached, and the progress of the 
State will, consequently, be retarded. 
A solution of the difficulty would seem 

- to lie in the abandonment of the effort 
to make the navigation of Columbia 
river bar reasonably secure, and the 
selection of a suitable point on Puget 
Sound for the accommodation of sea- 
going vessels. To this it must come 
at last. The Orcgonians may choose 
.to. shut their eyes to patent facts, but 

' Nature is not blind; and after hundreds 
of vessels and lives and millions of 
treasure bhall have been sacrificed in 
an attempt to disregard one of Nature's 
laws Puget Sound's claim that she holds 
the door for the outlet and inlet of Ore- 
gon's commerce will have to be recog- 
nized.

BRITISH COLUMBIA SUPREME COURT. 

Mr. McDonald (Pictou) moved that tho 
Houso to-morrow go into committee to 
consider tho following resolutions: — 1. 
That whereas by an Act passed by tho 
Legislative Assembly of tho Provinco of 
British Columbia in tho year 1878, and 
known as "Tho Better Administration of 
Justice Act, 1878," provision is niado for 
tho appointment of two J edges of the 
Supremo Court of British Columbia in 
addition to tho number of Judgos now 
authorized to bo appointed to that Court, 
it is oxpediont to make provision for the 
salarios of such additional Judgos. 2. 
That tho salary of each of tho said two ad- 
ditional Judges of tho Supremo Court of 
British Columbia shall bo 84,000 per an- 
num, and shall bo payable out of any 
moneys forming part of tho consolidated 
rovenuo fund of Canada. 

Mr. Mackenzio asked tho Government 
whether thoy considered this a reasonable 
demand. Tho present expenditure for 
tho administration of justice in British 
Columbia was immensely in excess of any 
other Province in proportion to the popu- 
lation. In Nova iScotia, with a popula- 
tion of 400,000, tho oxpendituro was a 
little over §50,000; in New Brunswick, 
with a population of 300,000, tho oxpend- 
ituro was a little ovor §37,000; in Princa 
Edward Island, with a population of 100,- 
000, tho expenditure was a littlo ovor 
S15,000; in Manitoba, with a population 
three times as largo as British Columbia, 
this oxpendituro was not quite §15,000; 
whilo in British Columbia the oxpendituro 
was now over §32,000, and it was pro- 
posed to incroaso it by §8,000 for salaries, 
besides travolling oxpeMes. Tho Prov- 
inco had now threo Supreme Court J udges 
and six County Judges, and surely this 
array of judicial ability and numbers 
must be sufficiont for the wants of so 
small a population. Ho did not think 
that wo had to appoint Judgos when- 
ever Courts woro created by Local Gov- 
ernments, and for no othor reason. Ho 
did not consider that tho Houso should 
ngreo to a proposition of this sort merely 
becauso tho local authorities thought it 
advisable to havo two more Judges, 't here 
must bo somo ground or exercise of sound 
discretion in agreeing to proposals so ox- 
pensive and preposterous as ho confessed 
this seemed to him. 

Sir John A. Macdonald said that when 
this question arose shortly aftor Confed- 
eration Mr. Blako took tho ground, he 
thought, that it was not a matter of 
necessity that the Dominion Parliament j 
should sanction the legislation of every [ 
Province with respect to tho appointment 
of additional judgos. The equity of that ' 
proposition was assonted to as a general 
principle, but it was argued by himself | 
that when the whole responsibility of tho 
administration of justice rested on the 
Local Governments it would bo a very 
grave responsibility for tho Dominion 
Parliament to assume to oppose a solemn 
Act of the Local Legislature declaring 
that additional judges wero required, 
though tlioir appointment might involve 
additional expense. The same principlo 
was acted upon with respect to the now 
Court of Appeal of Ontario. Individually 
ho was opposed to that. 

Mr. Mackenzie— That waB in tho hon. 
gontleman's own time. 

Sir John A. Macdonald said tho Court 
of Appeal was remodelled and three new 
judges appointed and threo new salaries 
established in tho time of his hon. friend. 
Tho previous Government had been quite 
satisfied with the old Court of Appeal. 
The Bill for the establishment of tho new 
Court was passed by tho Legislaturo of 
Ontario. 

Mr. Mackenzie — Yc3. My impression 
was that thoy passed it in 1873. 

Sir. John A. Macdonald said ho did not 
know whon thoy passed it, but the judgos 
were appointed by hon. gentlomen op- 
posite. 

Mr. Mackenzie — Oh, yes. 

Sir John A. Macdonald said ho had 
been of the opinion, and was of tho opin- 
ion still, that the old Court was best, and 
that they wero paying threo additional 
salaries for a Court much inferior to tho 
old one, but when the Bill hdd been pass- 
ed by the Ontario Legislature, ho thought 
this House should make a strong caso 
against that Provinco beforo they object- 
ed to tho passago of their salaries. Ho 
was not acquainted with the necessities of 
British Columbia, but since it had applied 
for additional judges, for tho moro effi- 
cient administration of justice, lie thought 
thoy should bo granted. At present all 
tho judges of tho Provinco lived in Vic- 
toria, and 6at in Banc there, and tho tra- 
velling expenses were consequently enor- 
mous. Tho saving of tlioso would go far 
towards paying the expenses of tho addi- 
tional judges. 

Mr. McDonald (Pictou) said tho Bill of 
tho Legislaturo of British Columbia pro- 
vided that tho two additional Judgos 
should discharge tho functions of livo 
County Court Judges, who would bo dis- 
pensed with. In these circumstances tho 
additional expanses would be very littlo 
in excess of tho present oxponses. 

Mr. Anglin said if tho doctrine laid 
down by the First Minister wero correct 
they might expect a large increaso in the 
judiciary of the Province. Thoy ought 
to bo convinced that such appointments 
wero necessary beforo thoy took action in 
such a matter. 

Mr. McDonald (Pictou) thought that 
they must take tho statements of the lo- 
cal authorities on this point, else thoy 
would havo to send a Committee to mako 
onquiries and report. 

Mr. Anglin held that tho Houso Bhould 
judge the circumstances. 

The motion was carried. 

CUINESE IMMIGRATION. 

Mr. Mackenzio aBked tho leader of the 
Government what courso tho Government 
intended to pursuo with respect to this 
question. 

Sir John A. Macdonald replied that 
as far as he was concerned ho saw no ob- 
jection to a Special Committee to enquire 
into this very important subject; but this 
Committee ought to be choson very im- 
partially, in order that the whole, ques- 
tion might bo looked into. This was a 
matter which interested not only Canada, 
but the whole of this continent. It was 
a vory largo question, and, as tho hon. 
gentleman had shown, it interested our 
sister colonios in Australia. He thought 
that this whole subject should bo 
thoroughly ventilated and studied early, 
beforo thsrc was an overmastering of our 
population by tho Chinese along our Pa- 
cific coast. This should be done as early 
as possible The Special Committoc 
should bo very carefully solectcd, and 
thoy Bhould at onco examine into evi- 
dence, and study tho caso for tho future 
guidance of Parliament. Of course tho 
committeo could only collect ovidenco and 
como to certain conclusions upon this 
question. Tho committeo, ho presumed, 
would Biiggest, as was a common practico 
in England, tho reappointment of the 
committee to act next session. 

Mr. Anglin said that if witnesses wero 
brought from British Columbia tho cost 
would bo heavy. 



Mr. DeCosmos said that if thoro was 
any necessity to examine witnesses in 
British Columbia ho presumed that this j 
would bo done by commission. 

Mr. Bunster seconded the motion as a 
duty which he owed to his Province. Ho 
enlarged upon tho evils which attended 
Chincso immigration. 

Mr. Thompson (Cariboo) said that if 
this impour of Celestials woro not arrest- 
ed thoy would eventually drive out tho 
white population of this Continent. If 
wo did not get rid of them, thoy would 
assuredly get rid of us. Thoy sent -he 
money thoy earned to China, and oven 
returned their bonos to their native soil. 
Thoy had no sympathies in common with 
our own. Capable of every iniquity un- 
der tho sun, thoro was every reason to 
oxcludo this infamous class of emigrants. 
If it was not arrested they would overrun 
us as tho hordes of the East had the an- 
cient Romans. Ho hoped that the coin 
mittoo would devise some remedy for 
this great and growing ovil. 

Mr. Mackenzie said that it was a some- 
what dangerous principlo to avow. Ho 
thought if tho Government was going to 
avow this principle tho Opposition could 
not provont it, that some classes of tho 
human family wero not to take up a resi- 
dence in this Dominion. This would bo 
contrary to tho law of nations and to all 
the principles which controlled us. All 
British countries were said tc bo homos 
for all parties who choso to come to them 
and it was at present perfectly well un- 
derstood that wo aro not competent to ox- 
cludo tho Chinese from our country, j 
Ho quite sympathised with a groat deal 
of what hon. gontlemen from British Co- 
lumbia had said as to tho unpleasantness j 
of tho neighborhood where great masses 
of Chinese wero located. He had no 
doubt that all which thoy had said on 
this subject was perfectly true, but what j 
remedy was proposed) If it was simply a | 
quostion of how these people wero to bo i 
governed, this was a question for tho j 
Government. Tho wholo end and pur i 
poso of the hon. gentleman who made tho 
motion was todoviso tho speediest means 
to oxclude tho Chinese from the country; I 
to oxpel thoso who woro in the country, 1 
and to prevent others from entering it. 
Ho could not accede to this principle. He 
behoved that it would bo sure to bo abus- j 
ed in the worst possiblo manner if this | 
power were committed to any officials, j 
To do bo would bo contrary .to the 
principlo on which our community 
was based. Wo pretended to bo a free I 
country, and to allow people from all 
nations to como into it and settle, I 
The Chinese, while thoy had many evil 
ways, had also, no doubt, many good ! 
qualities. Tho hon. gentleman had no I 
need to go to tho Chinese for samples of 
evil, and of bad conduct of tho moat atro- 
cious character. These were to be found 
in Ottawa and other parts of this country. 
He thought that tho mass of the Chinese 
in California woro better behaved with re- 
gard to the law of tho hind than would 
bo tho same numbor of whites. He be- j 
lioved that there was a less proportion nf 
criminals amongst tho Chinese, and that 
they paid an equal proportion of the taxes j 
as compared with the whites. Ho feared 
the caso was the same in British Coluin- j 
bia, and however much there might be of 
unpleasantness in thu neighborhood of , 
such inhabitants, ho did not seo that it 
was possiblo to accede to the proposition 
to expel them without at once giving up 
all that wo held sacred as to tho rights of 
of man in our own country, as well as in ; 
other countries. i 

Mr. Mills thought this motion was a 
very objectionable one. He pointed out I 
tho inconsistency of tho mover in saying j 
that the Chinese sent their earnings bai l; 
to China, and did not mako this country 
their homo, and then advocating their ox- 1 
elusion. Ho wanted to prevent their 
becoming citizens and property-holders in - 
a country whore they had no desire or in- 
tention of becoming so. When the Chi- 
nese left China they did not cease to be . 
undor tho jurisdiction of China. This 
might bo inconsistent with our laws, but 
wo had recognized tho same principlo 
with regard to tho Indians. Ho did not 
think this was a resolution the Hcniso 
should entertain, and it was not credita- 
ble to this ago of tho world, and nut cre- 
ditable to this country, that they should 
attach an odium to a particular portion of 
the world, with whom the Mother Coun- 
try had business relations, and then give 
them a bad name as though they were ra- 
bid dogs. 

Mr. Scrivor said while ho sympathized 
with some of tho remarks made by the 
last two speakers, yet he thought the 
Houso could not shut its eyes to tho im- 
portance this question had assumed in tho 
neighboring country, where they must re- 
momber the anti-Chinese law came near 
being passed over the President's veto. 
Ho did not attach any great importance 
to the economic aspect of the case, but 
the moral aspect was one which thoy 
could not ignore, and he hoped a com- 
mitteo of tho House would be appointed 
to investigate the question. 

Mr. Huntington Baid the Chinese diffi- 
culty in California was not altogether a 
moral one. There was a great embarrass- 
ment among the workingmen. These and 
competition in labor'had entered into tho 
question. They must not bo surprised 
that in a protective '-ountry like tho 
United States thoro should bo a desiro to 
protect native labor as thoy had hitherto 
protected thoir native manufactures. Ho 
thought tli is was what tho Minister of I 
Public Works would call the entranco of | 
tho thin end of tho wedgo of labor pro- 
tection. Tho Chineso would soon not bo 
regarded ai tho only persons who were 
entering into competition with tho native 
labor of Canada. 

Mr. DeCosmos replied that it was thoir 
duty to probe this matter to the bottom, 
and to ascertain whether tho measures 
recommended wero advisable. As to tho 
observations of tho hon. member for Shof- 
ford on tho protection question, it was 
surely their duty to protect our own race 
from the invasion of an immense Asiatic 
pagan horde, which would overrun and 
crush us at ovory opportunity which was 
afforded them in this direction. Ho re- 
minded the House of tho inroad of Tamer- 
lane, when horrid masses of Asiatics woro 
hurled on Europe, and under tho circum- 
stances ho thought that the members of 
tho Opposition Bhould take this matter 
into serious consideration and regard the 
commonwealth of our common humanity. 
This question should not bo dragged into 
the slough of politics, but be treated on 
tho high level of the good of mankind. 
It was a world's quostion, and, being so, 
was too great a one to be degraded into 
an ordinary political issue. 

Mr. McDonnell said that ho could not 
agree with any proposition which would 
tend to exclude tho people of China or any 
othor country from tho Dominion. Coun- 
tries treated in this way could retaliate. 
Thu greater the variety of peoplo which 
we possessed *\;o bettor would it bo for 
tho country. 
. Tho motion was carried on division.

8ANPF0RD FLEMING RECOMMENDS FUR- 
THER SURVEYS. 

PEACE EXVEft COTJNTnr TO BE | 
EXPLORED. 

(Kxcluiiiva dispatch to The Colou'jt i 



Ottawa, April 30. 

Mr. Fleming's annual report on tho ' 
Pacific Railway is laid on the table. Be- 
low is the whole text of what is -said by 
him on tho British Columbia section: — 
"Last year tho Government, however, 
deemed it essential that construction 
should commence without further delay 
in British Columbia, and I was directed j 
to state tho route which under the cir- 
cumstances 1 would advise should bo : 
placed under contract. Accordingly I ro- j 
commended that if no postponement for 
further examination could bo admitted, 
and if the immediate commencement of 
the railway was imperative that the choico 
should fall on the route by the rivers 
Thompson and Fraser to Burrard Inlet. I 
submitted the opinion that more than one j 
lino through Canada to the Pacific might j 
ultimately be called for; that as far as 
colonization of the vast central territory ■ 
was concerned it was of little eotisequonco I 
which was first constructed, but that tho 1 
line which could bo most readily estab- 
lished and which would best subserve tho i 
genoral interests of the empire was enti- ! 
tied to tho preference. Much has been 
said for and against every route that has J 
been projected, but on carefully consider- j 
ing the engineering and commercial fea- j 
tures in each case the conclusion was fore- ; 
ed upon my mind that the railway itself j 
would bo least difficult to construct that 
when established would be easiest operated 
and that general interests would be moat 
consulted by following tho route to Bur- 
rard Inlet. 

''The route to Burrard Inlet was chospn 
and tenders for the construction of the 
work betwoen Yalo and Lake Kamluops 
were invited, but nothing further has been 
done. It cannot be said that the selection 
of Burrard Inlet as a terminus has given 
coneral satisfaction in British Columbia. 
On tho contrary, a claim has boon advanc- 
ed in that Province that another route 
and terminus are preferable. It is there- 
fore to be considered if additional explor- I 
ations should be made and more complete i 
information obtained with regard to tho 
northern country so that it may bo detin- 
itely determined if a routo moro desirable 
can bo found. Accordingly I suggest 
that the unexplored region lying between 
Fort Connelly and Fort Macleod in Brit- j 
ish Columbia and these large tracts of va- 
cant territory oast of tho Rocky Moun- 
tains in the latitude of Peace Rivor, which j 
havo never yet been traversed by scienti- 
fic travelers, bo explored and accurate 
data obtained respecting tho feasibility of : 
a railway through that region to the Paci- 
fic Coast." i

A San Francisco Official Kills Hiin- 
solf. 

The first assistant treasurer of .San 
Francisco, \V, F. Casscbohm by name, 
committed suicide on Monday last by 
shooting himself through the head. An 
examination of tho city treasury has re- 
cently been going on and tho deceased, 
who was behind in his accounts to the 
extent of some $20,000, folt assured that 
his defalcations would bo brought to light. 
He therefore absented himself from the 
oflice on Monday and remaining at homo 
addressed a lottor to tho coroner stating 
that he had been led into stock pecula- 
tion by Alex. Austin, late city tax collec- 
tor, who also suicided, and that he had 
been compelled to use city money to 
make margins good. Ho added that he 
could not bear the disgrace of public ex- 
posure and prosecution and had resolved 
to follow Austin's example. Having 
written this letter lie entered the kitchen 
and shot himself through the head. His 
wifo, attracted by the roport of tho pistol, 
proceeded to tho kitchen and found him 
quite dead with tho sealod lottor before 
him and his revolver at his side. De- 
ceased was a native of Germany, aged 
about 50 years. 

British Columbia Fishorios. 

A report relative to tho fisheries of 
British Columbia was laid on the table by 
the Minister of Marine, Mr. Anderson, 
the bcal Inspector, in his last report says 
that tho total valuo of tho fishorios for 
1878 was 8925,700, against §553,432 tho 
preceding year, showing an increase in 
one year of §34*2, 331. Tho report deals 
at length with the question of coast fish- 
ing, which tho Indians make an attompt 
to entirely monopolize, but to this tho In- 
spector advances objections, while ad- 
mitting that certain troaty rights havu 
been convoyed to tho Indians in that re- 
spect. Ho urges a speedy settlement of 
the question of caring for tho Indians, so 
that somo definite plan as to tho develop- 
ment of tho coast fisheries, without mere- 
ly providing fish for the Indians to catch, 
might bo undertaken. In this industry, 
during 1878, thero were employed 1,200 
fishermen, 1,590 shoremen, 2 engineers, 
G sailors, 2 steamers, 1 schooner, 300 fish- 
ing boats, 18 flat boats, etc., etc. 

Canadian Pacific Rail^a?. 

The Government's poliey on the west- 
ern terminus of tho Canada Pacific Rail- 
way is, te say the least, still in doubt. Mr. 
DeCosmos is confident that the Buto In- 
let routo will bo adopted, and he 
points to the change in the Manitoba 
route r.s a proof , while Mr. Dewdney bc- 
liovos the Burrard Inlet route will still be 
favored, as ho claims the Government has 
not rescinded the Order in Council to that 
effect passed by the lato Administration. 
Judging between these two gentlemen 
tho public will naturally believe that Mr. 
DeCosmos, being tho colleague of the sen- 
ior member for Victoria, B. C, , is in his 
confidence. — Ottawa Cor. Qlobe,

Suicide from Jealocsy. —Oregon

however, it was found that the reported 
murder w as a suicide, Tho name of the 
dead man is S. S. Reed, His wife separ- 
ated from him somo three months ago 
and went to Oregon City where sho opened 
a dressmaker's store. Subsequently she 
returned to her husband, who on Sunday 
afternoon last committed suicide by shoot- 
ing himself. Tho evidence adduced at 
tho inquest wont to show that ho had ro- 
coived an anonymous letter, tho contents 
of which preyed on his mind. Ho com- 
plained of fainting spoils and was in the 
habit of taking laudanum. It is stated 
that tho main cause of tho suicide was 
jealousy, but there is nothing in the evi- 
dence to provo it. 

Anotiikr Broken Caulk. —Tho inter- 
ruption in telegraphic communication this 
time is caused by a break in the cablo be- 
tween James and Sidney Islands. An 
operator will loave at 5 o'clock this morn- 
ing for the locality and messages will bo 
ferriod across tho channel. Owing to tho 
absence of the steanior Sir James Doug- 
las on a cruise to Capo Bealo lighthouse 
it isnot probable thai tho work of repairing 
tho cablo will be commenced for several 
days. Tho break, which is said to havp 
been caused by a vessel's anchor, is the 
only accident which has hnpponcd to this 
particular cablo during somo eight or nine 
years,

Mr. Courtnoy represented tho prisoner 
and put in a plea of "not guilty." 

Peter, an Indian, said ho got tho li- 
quor from tho prisoner and paid four bits 
for it. Ho thought it was rum. 

Jim, an Indian, corroborated Peter and 
tho caso was remanded for a day. 

LIBEL. 

Messrs. Drake and T. Davie represent- 
ed Mr. A. C. Elliott, who appeared to 
prosecute the publisher of the Standard 
for publishing a libol in that journal. 

Mr. Drake, addressing the Court — 
Your honors will seo when you read tho 
article that it is malicious and libellous. 
Tho learned counsel then road tho leading 
article complained of and continuing said 
that in it Mr. Elliott is charged with a 
breach of trust. Tho article is a t res no of 
vindictive statements, every one of which 
is untrue. Before that libel was publish- 
ed Mr. Elliott and the other members of 
his Government wore examined before a 
committee of the House and they declar- 
ed solemnly that they or cither of thorn 
had never seen the dispatch. In face of 
such testimony this leading article was 
published. The learned counsel had no 
hesitation in saying that tho publication 
was disgraceful -the very vvnrsl sample of 
tho many disgraceful articles thai had 
been published in that journal. 

A. C. Elliott, sworn- Was formerly 
Premier; Messrs. Vernon, Brown and 
Humphreys were members of my Cabinet; 
my sworn information is true and the 
article refers to mo ; it was published in 
tho Standard of tho 24th of April; the 
despatch referred to is dated the 13th of 
Juno, 187*!: witness saw the original dur- 
ing the first week of last February; never 
saw it before; it was discovered in the 
office of the gentleman who was Lieut.- 
Governor; while he (Mr. iilliott) mis 
Premier never saw the original despatch 
or a copy of it; never heard of it until the 
1st wool; in February last; the evening 
before the meeting of M'.u committee Mr. 
Wilson, M.P.P., told me that such It 
document had been found; that was Iho 
first ho (Mr. Elliott) heard of it; this 
despatch never came before the Executive 
Council; ho never had any intimation of 
its existence until lie heard from Mr. 
! Wilson that it had been fi .unci; Mr. Trutcli 
left here in the latter end of July, 187(5, 
or in the beginning of August; all the 
I statements made against me in that article 
! are false; all despatches from Ottawa 
were received by the Lieut. Governor, 
none by me; if he happened to be absent 
: a despatch would remain unopened until 
he returned; it was tho custom of the 
j Lieut. -Governor to send copies of doa- 
I patches for the Executive Council ad- 
' dressed to rim clerk; Mr. Humphreys was 
I Clerk of the Council at thetimeandhesays 
j he never received a copy of the di. .patch ; 
' thero was never any reference made to the 
j despatch in tho Executive Council. 
I Mr, Robertson, for tho defence, said it 
1 would be premature for him to say what 
might be the decision of the courts, but 
after hearing the evidence of Mr. Elliott 
ho hoped his learned friend, Mr. Drako, 
i would agreo to a consultation and he liop- 
: od they would bo able to .settle the matter 
, satisfactorily out of court. 
I Mr. Drake would not object to the con- 
sultation, but ho would oxainino Mr. 
j Vernon. 

Forbes Geo. Vernon, sworn, testified 
I that in July, 1K70, ho was Chief Com- 
I missioncr of Lands and Works; he heard 
| of tho missing despatch for the first time 
I in February last when it was alluded to 
' in tho Houso; tho despatch \va« never laid 
i Before tho Executive Council while he 
was a member of the Government; he 
never heard of it from any member of the 
Elliott Government or Mr. Trutcli. 

Cross-examined— Tho clerk of the Ex- 
ecutive Council kept the records of all 
proceedings of tho Council; it was, ho be- 
lieved, the custom not to notice a des- 
patch if no action had been takon with 
regard to it; tho Clerk of the Executive 
Council kept tho despatches that had 
been dealt with; Mr. Humphreys was 
clork in July 1870; the railway question 
was thou an important one; if the Elliott 
Government had in July, 1870, any im- 
portant communication with the Dominion 
Government there is a record of the fact ; 
tho Government were then pressing the 
Dominion Government to go on with the 
railway; he had no recollection of having 
had any conversation with Mr. Trutch in 
reference to the matter; Mr. Trutch was 
not in tho habit of talking to him pri- 
vately on political subjects; ho knew of no 
despatch referring to tho one of tho 13th 
of June, 1870; Lord Dufferin never said 
anything to him of the despatch of the 
13th of June; believed all despatches laid 
bufoi'Q tlio Council were numbered; thoy 
wero never in his charge; ho never noticed 
that ono of .the numbers was missing; 
could not say what day Lieut. -Governor 
Trutch presided for tho last time; at the 
last meeting tho minutes of tho preceding 
meetings were road and signed; could not 
positively say what day in July Mr. 
Trutch presided for tho Inst time; 
thinks it was a few days beforo Mr. 
Trutch left; he (witness) did not know in 
July, 1870, from any source, that the 
Dominion Government had located tho 
railway betwoen Fort Goorgo and the 
Yellow Head Pass. 

Hon. G. A. Walkcm sworn -Never 
read tho article referred fo until he read 
it in tho Standard; had nothing to do 
with its composition. 

Further proceedings in the case wer e at 
this juncture postponed until to-morrow 
to afford counsel an opportunity of hold- 
ing a conference during tho interim. 

The Court then took half an hour's re- 
cess. 

S11HK1' STEALING. 

John Tod, on remand, charged with 
stealing sheep, the property of Airs. Anno 
Deane, 

Suck, alias Harry, an Indian, was asked 
if he understood the nature of an oath) 
"Oh! yes," said he, "if I die after telling 
alio 1 catch tiro and die." Ho was at 
Cadboro Bay half a year ago and saw 
sheep going on board a boat. The land 
whore tho property was lying was tho 
property of Mrs. Deans; Tod and his 
brother own a sloop. In a month or two 
aftorj he saw tho sheep on the 
sloop he heard that Deans had lost 
sheep, Tho witness said the night was 
dark, he did not seo the sheep but he 
hoard the noiso thoy mado on board. 

Tom, an Indian, knows Pendar Island; 
was thero two months after Christmas; 
ho used to drive tho sheep; saw «ove.H of 
Deans' sheep thero before Deans carao to 
look for them; Tod saw theso sheep, they 
wero painted red on tho shoulder. 

Jas. Deans, examined — Ho identified 
tho sheep found on Pindar Island aa his 
property. Ono of tho islands on which 
somo of the sheop wero found is an Amer- 
ican island. 

The defendant was committed for trial 
at the next Assizes, the Court intimating 
that hp would bo admitted to bail on furn- 



ishing two sureties of §500 oach and him- 
self in tho sum of $1,000. 

Strange Caso of ^auction. 

Alice McDonald, a child 12 years of age, 
was abducted from hor mother's house in 
Portland on Sunday ovening last. On 
tho following day Mrs. McDonald gave a 
description of hor daughter at tho polico 
station and whilst returning to her resi- 
dence met tho missing child in tho street. 
Tho mother noticed that Alice had beon 
shorn of her silken ringlets, and fooling 
assured that .some still moro dastardly 
outrago had boen committed on her, took 
hor immediately to the houso of a uolieo 
oflicor. They then proceeded to tho jail 
where the child stated that on Sunday 
afternoon, on her way homo from school, 
sho was mot by a tall man who, under 
pretence that somo otlior girls wished to 
seo her, took her to tho old Portland Aca- 
demy. Thero she was kept till dark, tho 
man having during the afternoon cut off 
a few locks of hor hair. Aftor nightfall 
she was takon into tho woods where she 
was detained all night, tho man cutting 
off the rest of hor hair and stopping her 
cries by placing sticking plaster over her 
mouth. In tho morning hor abductor 
loft hor saying he would return and tho 
child seizing tho opportunity ran otT to 
tho city and wandered about until sho 
was accidentally met by her mother. This 
was Alice's first story. Subsequently, 
however, she stated that sho was abducted 
by Miss Maud Miller and T. E. L. Lo- 
gan, both of whom are not unknown at 
Portland. These parties, Alice says, took 
her to a house- at the corner of Seventh 
and E. streets whero they cut oil' her hair 
and drossed her in male attire. Alice says 
that Miss Miller wanted to take her to 
Now York and out off her hair to disguise 
her so that sho could bo smuggled away on 
one of tho steamers. Both Logan and Mi.--s 
Miller wero concerned in the affair, so tho 
child says. When tho fact of the child's 
absence from home became known to the 
police Miss Miller became alarmed and 
restored to Alice her ordinary dross and 
told Iter to oo home. Miss Miller admits 
that she participated in tho abduction and 
says she did so bocauso hIio had become 
greatly attached to the child who she be- 
lieved was ahusod at home. 

Lioonsed Victuallers' As3oolatlon. 

A mooting of this association was hold 
last evening at Pioneer Hall, Langley 
street, -11> members being present. No 
licensed victuallers dealing in groceries 
Here admitted. Mr. Thos. Chadwick 
was elected chairman, Mr. F. Sold trea- 
surer pro tern, and Mr. L. Fraser secre- 
tary. A discussion took place and a com- 
mittee consisting of tho President, Messrs. 
McKoon, Lohse, McNiff, King and Ar- 
thur was appointed to draw up by-laws. 
Tho meeting adjourned subject to the call 
of t he 1 'resident.

CANADA. 
Ottawa, April 28.— In the Chinese 
committee to-day Dewdney, momber of 
parliament for Yale, was examined. 
His evidence was directly opposite to 
that of previous witnesses. He ex- 
pressed himself strongly in favor of 
Chinese being allowed to settle in the 
country and have equal rights with 
whito men. 



ust as desired by Russia. The 3d of 
August will likely be accepted by 
Austria with the other' powers. It is 
positively stated from Constantinople 
that Russia proposes to retain one di- 
vision of troops in Eastern Roumolia 
until the 3d of November. Turkey 
will not strongly oppose this proposi- 
tion as she believes it would tend to 
preserve peace. 



EUROPE. 

St. Petersburg, April 29. — The 
police are openly arresting people by 
batches at all hour.-, of the clay. Hith- 
erto arrests wore made at night. On 
the slightest suspicion against any per- 
son, his whole family nre arrested and 
domiciliary visits are paid to all their 
acquaintances; those leading to further 
apprehensions on most frivolous 
grounds. Eighty-three furnished lodg- 
ing keepers are in prison for not ro- 
porting within 24 hours tho latest ar- 
rivals. Jakovlefl, a government official 
living in the Winter palace, and bis 
son, an officer in the guards, are among 
tho persons in custody. Baron Bis- j 
trom, deputy commander of tho Mos- j 
cow garrison, has been superceded for 
insufficient enthmiasm towards the 
now order of things. There are few j 
pedestrians or carri iges in the streets; ] 
but endless linos of porters are seated j 
on stools at every door with stout 
sticks. Covered prison vans frequently 
pass with a polio- otlicer mounted bc- 
sido the driver, and Gen. Gourka drives 
around in nil open drosky escorted by 
Cossacks cruckiitjL: their whips. The 
inhabitants are uoi accomplices of the 
nihilists, but arc apathetic spectators. 

London, April '16, — Three medical 
students have been convicted and sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for disturbing 
public order and maintaining secret 
connections. The trial took place in 
Berlin, not at St. Petersburg. Their 
names ure Gerewitz, Arohnson and 
Lieberman. The last named, under an 
alias of Arthur Freeman, is connected 
with leading socialists in Europe and 
America, and was on his way to Switz- 
erland from Vienna, whence he had 
been expelled. After a month's im- 
prisonment, he was seized and taken to 
Borlin on account of his communica- 
tions with Gerewitz and Arohnson. 
Hia letters showed a plan for estab- 
lishing in Berlin a section of nihilists 
to act as a sort of way station for 
communications between London and 
St. Petersburg revolutionists, It is 
said that the Czar not only no longer 
goes out without military escort, but 
many high dignitaries who have been 
threatened also have escorts. 

St. Petersburg, April 28, — Two 
regiments of foot guards and brigado 
artillery lost so many officers by ar 
rest, that they havo been obliged to 
draw officers from other regiments. 
Four thousand seven hundred political 
prisoners were removed from Fort 
Petropaulouski in one night to Kazan 
Saratoff and other eastern provinces. 

Berlin, April 28. — On the reassem- 
bling of the reichstag yesterday, a let- 
ter from Bismarck was presented, ask- 
ing leave to prosecute Deputy Hassel- 
cnatin for smuggling prohibited news- 
papers into tho Empire. The intro- 
duction of copies of three German news- 
papers published in tho TJnited States 
has been prohibited. 

Berlin, April 29. — Capt. Hewbsch 
of the German navy was appointed 
consul-general at Samoa, partly to 
push German commercial interests in 
that quarter of the globe and partly to 
establish a coaling station for German 
steamers as already provided for by 
special treaties. 

TlERNOVA, April 29. — Proceedings 
in the Assembly at the election of a 
prince were very brief. Bishop Clem- 
ent said that Prince Waldemav, Prince 
Henry Reims and the Prineo of Baten- 
berg had beon prominently put for- 
ward as candidates. The assembly 
then elected Princo Alexander of 
Batonberg by acclamation amid great 
enthusiasm. In the evening the town 
was illuminated. 

London, April 29.— In the Houso 
of Lords to night Lord Bateinan moved 
resolutions in favor of reciprocity and 
a parliamentary inquiry to ascertain 
means of counteracting tho injurious 
effects of excessive foreign tariffs. 
Lord Beaconsfleld said that the utmost 
tho Government could do in negotiat- 
ing commercial treaties was to see that 
England had the benefit of "the most 
favored notion" clause. Ho objected 
to violent changes, Tho indefinite in- 
quiry recommended in the motion 
would cause disappointment and un 
easiness. It was absurd to doscribe 
tho condition of tho country as one of 
distress and distraction. He believed 
thero wero evidences that trade was 
reviving. 

Brown won tho great, walking 
match; 

Gen. Sir Garnet Wolesley comes to 
England in May. 

Vienna, April 29.— A report that 
Alika Pasha is intriguing here to fur- 
ther his candidacy to the Bulgarian 
throne is denied. 

Madrid, April 39. — A largo hill at 
Veas, Province of Jaen, caved in, de- 
molishing five houses. Thirty persons 
killed, four injured. 

Berlin, April 29. — Tho corvette 
Hansa, eight guns, has been ordered 
to proceed to Valparaiso to protect the 
interests of Gorman subjects. 

Paris, April 29. — Count Daulan, 
(Bonapartist), whose previous election 
as deputy for arrondissement of the 
Nyons department of Drome was in- 
validated, has boen re-elected, defeat- 
ing Richard, (republican) who is mayor 
of Nyons, by 114. 

Count Schouveloff has given assur- 
ances in regard to the demolition of 
Danubian fortresses. The demolition 
of fortifications of Shumla to be com- 
pleted by tho 3d of August. 

Count Andrassy hopefully contends 
that Russian evacuation should be 
completed within six weeks of the 3d 
of May, instead of by the 3d of Aug- 



SOUTH AFRICA 
London, April 29. — A Capetown 
dispatch of April 8th says: Col. Pear- 
son and tho Elcowe garrison reached 
Tugela yesterday. Lord Chelmsford 
and staff are on the way to Denrdon. 
It is stated that the Zulus now occupy 
Ekowe, but that King Cetewayo him- 
self has retired beyond the Black 
Unioelsoi rivor. The rumor that tho 
Boers intend to detain Sir Hurtle 
Froro is unfounded. 

PERSIA. 
An official report of tho earthquake 
at Miareh, on the 22d March says: 21 
villages were totally destroyed and 
922 persons killed. 

AFGHANISTAN. 
London, April 28. — Telegrams from 
India speak of the complete break 
down of the quartermaster and com- 
missary departments of the Khyber 
column, now at jellalabad and Gau- 
damah, owing to lack of transporta- 
tion. The column is said to be incapa- 
ciated for offensive operations. The 
garrison of Candahar is in n very simi- 
lar position. In consequence of these 
failures, control of transport has been 
transferred from the commissariat to 
tho commander of the column, tho chief 
commissary merely advising and as- 
sisting. This effects a radical change 
in the Indian military system. A 
Peshawur dispatch says overvbody, 
from the general down is tired of the 
war, which brings endless discomforts 
and little or no glory.

Crl'klty ok the Zulu Kino.— Some 
years ago Cetywayo insulted tho Eng- 
lish missionaries. Their converts wore 
driven away and some of them killed 
and the missionaries were ordered ou t 
of his country. They left in great 
haste, thinking their lives were in dan- 
ger. I dare not rolato some of the 
well-known cruelties practiced by Cet;:- 
wayo. Thoy are too vile fur pen and 
paper. Not long ago he sent out for 
all tho men to rebuild his military 
kraals. It was a great work and the 
progress was slow. He sont in to in- 
quire tho reason. They replied that 
some of tho men wore ill. He was en- 
ragod and ordered his soldiers to march 
throughout tho land and to kill all who 
were sick, and many were killed. The 
natives, who have lately fled into Na- 
tal, report that ho had 1,000 young 
girls strangled to death last year be- 
cause they objectod to marry the old 
men be bad chosen for them. He will 
not allow young men to marry, for he 
must have them for soldiers in his mil- 
itary kraals, ready at a moment's no- 
tice to do his bidding. When they are 
between thirty and forty, and have 
been good and bravo soldiers, he will 
givo them wives. Every year he takes 
first pick of all the prettiest girls. The 
breaking of the seventh and eighth com- 
mandments are always punished with 
death. Ne locks are needed in Zulu- 
land. — Cape 7'oifii Correspondent N. Y. 
Herald.
